Description: 

Water System Failure - POE Willow Creek, SK Officers at POE Willow Creek, SK have reported a water 
system failure. The water system failure effectively cuts off all flowing water to the POE facility and staff 
residence. Officers report the holding tank 1s half full but there is no water flowing into the building. A 
water system issue was previously identified with the pumps and the effects of dirty water. The repair and 
mitigation actions made at that time appears to have fixed only the immediate problem. It now appears the 
water pumps are no longer functional. Emergency repair tickets have been submitted to BGIS and they have 
deployed a plumber from Maple Creek, SK. Response time is expected to be approx. 2 hrs. CBSA regional 
infrastructure management has been made aware and is supporting immediate action. Operational 
management oversight is in place and closely monitoring the situation. Operational Impacts POE operations 
are continuing. Traffic volumes remain low. POE has a supply of bottled drinking water for employees. No 
flowing water or water related functions exist at the POE or at the staff residence. Bathroom facilities at the 
POE for both employees and public are not functional. Contingency plans in place to allow officers 
bathroom breaks while maintaining double up presence has been taken. 


Next Steps: 

BGIS has been engaged and an urgent ticket has been submitted. BGIS is indicating a plumber has been 
dispatched from Maple Creek, SK. And is enroute. Operational management and CBSA regional 
infrastructure management are engage and are monitoring BGIS and contractor response to situation. 
Heightened operational and facilities management oversight will remain until situation is corrected. Next 
steps will be determined after water system is assessed by repair technician. Anticipate update in approx. 2-3 
hours.

Wild Horse, situated in southeastern Alberta is a very remote Port of Entry with a unique highway configuration and 
some site conditions not found at other POE locations. While it is a proposed as a small POE, AA71 is recommending it 
to be sized as a micro due to low traffic statistics. 


Site Context 


The highway configuration, with the road curving south parallel to the border creates site line issues that must be 
addressed in the future design. 


There is presently a new trailer residence for overnight accommodation for shift workers that could potentially remain 
on site during road work construction of the new facility. it should be noted that the trailer is not seated well at this 
location. Future onsite trailers (whether new residence trailer or temporary POE administration trailer) requires more 
formalised cribbing or foundation as there is considerable settlement / sinking that takes place. 


Site Demolition & Approach To Phasing 


The present POE is a heavily modified bungalow with a drive-through garage. Consideration should be given to 
demolition, because although asbestos abatement has taken place, vinyl asbestos tiles and other toxic material may 
still be present. There are presently two additional residences with associated garages that must be demolished 
and removed from site. it is understood that this demolition must take place in winter, when endangered bats have 
migrated, This may impact time and money spent on demolition of this and the other buildings on site. 


There are several localized areas on the larger site that are burn / dump sites performed by former staff, This 
contaminated sites must be removed and remediated. 


Site Special Requirements 


Wid Horse has dry desert-like conditions in summer Though a well exists the water appears as a brown sludge: 
neither potable nor even fit for grey water use. Consideration should be given to an on-site cistern for water storage. 
Mechanical engineers have suggested locating the cistern at the tertiary garage location, 


This site has intermittent electrical power and would be a good candidate for ‘ena of grid' alternative and sustainable 
power generation. 


Like the other Southern Alberta sites, high winds generate serious snow drifting. Snow fences should be erected to 
help ease the drifting at the port itself wind studies are require at this location. 


The new POE facility must be surrounded by rattle snake fence to prevent staff / visitors from day to day contact with 
venomous snakes. These snakes are a protected species. 


There is a small monument dedicated to the ROMP that must be preserved and relocated on site. 


There is a new communication tower on site (an easement was sought for this installation). Avoid relocation, if possible. 


POE Size & Variation From Prototype 

Based on a relatively low Travellers volumes at this POE, AA71 is recommending this facility to be a micro-sized instead of 
small Because of the highway configuration the tertiary garage is cranked to accommodate the alignment of the highway 
while maintaining site lines. It requires a cistern for water storage and potentially on-site generation of power.

Next Steps 


The challenges regarding this site will remain its remoteness and how the end of grid power generation, as well as water 
sourcing will be developed. Yet to be determined. Responsible disposal of contamination on site to be reviewed. Fire 
suppression is also an issue, According to Alberta CBSA staff, the USA border staff will not cross over the border to 
assist. 


A survey with current property information and topography is required. Additionally, a geotechnical investigation and 
Phase 1 Environmental Report will be needed. 


Further consultation and co-ordination with Alberta highways should be done to determine the best way to merge the 
new POE with the local highway. Consultation with the US POE counterpart & authorities would also be advisable. 


We would recommend a review of our proposed site layout and additional program space with the POE staff to ensure 
it meets their operational needs.

Complete analytical results for the October 2015 monitoring round at Wild Horse border crossing came in on 
Thursday 15th October (attached) and the samples were tested for the core parameters of E.Coli, Total Coliforms 
and turbidity plus those additional parameters which exceeded the CDWQ guidelines in the July 2015 sampling 
round (sodium). All samples exceeded their aesthetic objectives (AO) for sodium. The results were as follows with 
the exceedances (if present) highlighted in red:

The MAC exceedances of Total Coliforms which were found in the ATCO trailer distribution points in July 2015 have 
now been eliminated, and it appears that the system flush and superchlorination undertaken since the last sampling 
has solved the problem. It also appears that a new chlorination treatment system has been added at the site which 
should also help to keep the problem from recurring. Please let us know if you wish us to add in testing for 
chlorination parameters in the January 2016 sampling round. 


The field notes indicate that a "Do not Drink" advisory is currently posted in the office washroom at the site. The 
exceedence of aesthetic objectives do not pose a health risk to site personnel, however they may affect the taste 
and odour of the water at the site which may prevent personnel consuming the water. It was indicated that bottled 
water is currently being used for drinking and food preparation at the site. As sodium could be a potential health 
issue for people on low-sodium diets, it is recommended that signage be put up to warn them of the issue.

The scope of work is to drill and create the well at north west corner of the site at a depth of 360 ft. or more base on 
Seismologist report. 

Drill out test hole with the caution of new RCMP antenna now in the vicinity of the proposed well, Install screen 
assembly and solid casing 2 feet above the flood plains and install filter pack, develop well for service. 

A controlled pump out rate for 24 hrs. is required and install a steel protector and varmint proof cover. All to be 
reported to Alberta Environmental Services. 

Keep in mind - The trenching of the water lines and new hook ups to the trailer and office space are not included in 
the 45k , so I spec another 15K for the trenching of 300 meters or so of water lines.

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INTRODUCTION 


A Groundwater survey was conducted on September 18, 2015 at a site located at 
the Wild Horse CBSA, on the SW1/4 of 4-1-2 W/4 called the survey site in this 
report. The survey was conducted using Groundflow's Electroseismic (EKS) 
technology, which has the potential to provide the approximate depth and yield of 
subsurface water bearing formations. This method is also sometimes referred to 
as the Seismoelectric (SES) method. 


The objective of the survey is to evaluate site locations for potential sources of 
groundwater, estimate their viability and if possible, identify the location that 
appears to present the best location(s) for groundwater development. The 
groundwater, if found, will be produced by drilling a water well into the aquifer, to 
be used for operations of the on-site facility. 


The location of the survey site, along with the locations of the individual 
soundings, is shown on Figure 1. The general area for the survey is situated on a 
property with multiple dwellings, on grassy prairie and cultivated lands. 


GEOLOGY 


The general geology for the area, which is taken from well reports and local 
geologic maps is described as Oldman formation pale grey, thick bedded to 
coarse grained feldspathic sandstone, grey and clayey siltstone, green and grey 
mudstone, dark grey and carbonaceous shale, concretionary limestone beds, 
non marine. 


There are 7 recorded entries on file with 5 of the logs relating to 2 wells, both 
drilled and finally abandoned one having been drilled what appears to be in 2 
segments deeper to 60 meters and then 100 meters bgs(below ground surface). 
One well is of age with no information. Lithology for the wells is described as 
primarily clay till with some sand and stones up to 30 meters followed by silt and 
sandstone layers to a depth of close to 100 meters on the deepest well. 


The logs that were located do not necessarily represent all of the wells drilled in 
this area since not all are always recorded or may not as of yet be entered to the 
databases at the time of this report. Well logs of age may also have been sealed 
or abandoned as non-producing without information being recorded. All of the 
geologic information used in this report is taken from geologic maps provided by 
the Province or the Government of Canada and local well logs and information 
obtained from the Water Resource Branch in the relevant province. The 
information is used to provide the geologic information relevant to this survey and 
in particular the rock types, from which velocity information is determined and 
used to assist in the interpretation of the data recorded in this survey. 
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ON SITE DATA ACQUISITION 


The data was acquired using a Groundflow 'M 3000 Electroseismic Survey 
oystem. The method is effective because electrical signals are typically produced 
when seismic compression waves encounter water-saturated rocks (formations). 
More details of this system and the basic theory of the Electroseismic method are 
provided in Appendix A. In order to record the electrical signals, four electrodes 
have to be inserted vertically into the ground and connected to the Groundflow ™ 
receiver at each of the sounding sites. The electrodes are typically one meter 
long and constructed from steel with a copper sheath surrounding a steel core. 


Electroseismic soundings were recorded at 6 sites as shown on figure 1. The 
individual sounding sites for the survey were laid out at exploratory and follow-up 
spacing as discussed and decided with the client. At all of the sounding sites, 
several discrete soundings were recorded so as to verify the integrity of the 
Electroseismic signals. 


The geographic coordinates of the sites were obtained in the field using a 
handheld GPS set at the WGS84 spheroid, and are presented in the following 
table in addition to being marked in the field by a survey flag at the site. 


4WH1 49.00061 -110.21685 
5WH1 49.00056 -110.21751 
6WH1 49.00035 -110.21687 


The data sets were processed using software that is proprietary to the 
Groundflow ™ Electroseismic system available to trained EKS operators. 


Ground conditions were dry, powdery clay. Electrical interference existed on 


most sites with minor to considerable effect on data depending on the location of 
the sounding sites relative to the hi-transmission line west of the back tree line. 
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DATA PROCESSING 


Figure 3 represents a selection of typical Electroseismic data (individual 
soundings) recorded during this survey. The evaluation of sites is based in part 
on determined values regarding the sub-surface formations, static water level or 
water table in the area, and the rock velocity for the formations expected to exist 
beneath the survey site. The values obtained are based primarily on research of 
local well logs recorded by the province and the general geology available for the 
area although both can be somewhat limited in description and accuracy. 
Interpretation of the data may be compromised due to possible inaccurate 
information recorded on well logs and the generalized nature of the bedrock 
descriptions available for the area. 


Although it is possible to provide estimates of the depth to the approximate top of 
the aquifer, the survey report presents only the maximum depth to drill. This is 
because the interpreted yields assume that the full thickness of the aquifer is 
used to produce water and that presenting the depth to the top only, would not 
provide a realistic estimate of the actual drill depth required in order to obtain the 
yield determined by the Groundflow equipment. The reasoning in presenting the 
maximum depth to drill is to assure the driller reaches the bottom of the aquifer 
and based on the data, provide an opinion as where one should consider to stop 
drilling if water has not been struck. The top of an aquifer can also vary 
depending on the time of year and longer term weather conditions, as well as 
from other wells drawing water from the same aquifer. Thus, because the depth 
to the top of an aquifer may change due to the conditions described above, a well 
that is drilled only a short distance into an aquifer may have a yield that is more 
susceptible to these changes. An additional factor is that a cone of depression 
may occur around a well as it is pumped, further reducing the yield of a well that 
is only drilled for a short distance into an aquifer. The cone of depression effect 
may be more pronounced for wells drilled into low permeability formations. 


The Electroseismic method does not have the resolving power to generally 
predict the depth within an aquifer where the best yield may occur. If however, a 
sufficient yield is obtained before the recommended maximum depth to drill on a 
sounding site is reached then it may be reasonable to stop drilling before 
reaching the maximum depth provided in this report. An experienced well driller 
should be able identify when he reaches the bottom of the aquifer(s). 


Depth estimates rely somewhat on estimates of the seismic velocity of the rocks 
under the sounding site. Even for a well-defined rock type, such as Granite, or 
sandstone, seismic velocities can vary considerably depending on many factors, 
including the degree of weathering of the rock, fracturing and, for sedimentary 
formations, the degree of consolidation. Rock velocities can also vary with the 
geologic age of the rock, with older rocks generally having higher velocities. The 
velocities used in order to calculate the depth estimates are, in general, based on 
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averages of the velocity of the particular rock types described in the general 
geology researched for the area or from review of nearby well logs. 


Because many factors can influence the yield calculated by the Groundflow 
equipment, including the method used to drill a well, WaterFind reviews the data 
collected at each site and makes a comparative analysis of the signals to provide 
a recommendation as to the optimum site one might consider developing a well. 
As the conditions on a survey site and soundings are carried out in relative close 
proximity to one another, the variables are assumed to be relatively constant and 
as such signal comparison from site to site is an effective method for selection of 
the optimum site for well development 


In addition to making determination of the optimum site(if one exists) WaterFind 
also provides the interpretations of depth and yield estimates for each site based 
in most part on the Groundflow software calculations obtained thru EKS data 
collection process for consideration by the client. The client is cautioned that the 
estimated depth and yield interpretations provided in this report are based on 
certain general assumptions and values as described above, some of which are 
used as input parameters in the Groundflow computer. As the software uses 
these inputs to process the seismic signal and in its calculations of depth and 
yield, variation in the actual inputs from what was assumed to exist on site, to 
what actually exists can have an effect on the resulting depth estimates and 
yield calculations. Depth estimates and yield interpretation have at times been 
nearly exact or within a few percentage points and at times varied 15-20 % +/- or 
more with the largest variation occurring in areas where wells were developed or 
attempted in low yield aquifers. 


Because many factors influence the interpreted yield, including the method used 
to drill a well, and in order to present the interpreted yields with accuracy that is 
somewhat realistic, the yield interpretation for each sounding is presented as a 
range of yields and is assigned an alphabetic label (category), as defined in the 
following table. 
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Yield Category 


Category 


The interpreted yields were primarily obtained by using the Groundflow EKS 
software and assume that the estimated static level (water table) is approximately 
5 to 32 meters bgs. The yield assumes that the full thickness of the aquifer is 
used down to the base of the aquifer indicated at each sounding site. 


The following provides the estimated depth and interpreted yields from data 
collected specific to each Electroseismic sounding site. 


DATA INTERPRETATION 

oite 1WH1 was located next to the W house driveway on the E side and 
indicated the bottom of the aquifer(s) at 110 meters bgs (below ground surface). 
with an interpreted yield of Category A. 

Site 2WH1 was located at the carraganas, straight N of the hilled ejector 


indicating that the base of the aquifer is approximately 80 meters bgs with an 
interpreted yield of Category B. 
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Site 3WH1 was located 20 meters W of 2WH1 indicating that the base of the 
aquifer(s) is approximately 100 meters bgs with an interpreted yield of Category 
B. 


Site 4WH1 was located 20 meters W of 3WH1 indicating that the base of the 
aquifer(s) is approximately 85 meters bgs with an interpreted yield of Category B. 


Site 5WH!1 was located 40 meters west at the NW corner of the carraganas 
indicating that the base of the aquifer is approximately 110 meters bgs with an 
interpreted yield of Category B/C. 


Site 6WH1 was located 30 meters straight S of 4WH!1, by the dirt pile indicating 
that the base of the aquifer is approximately 110 meters bgs with an interpreted 
yield of Category B/C. 


SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


The analysis and interpretation of data indicates groundwater may exist at all 6 of 
the surveyed sites with the estimated depths to the base of the aquifer ranging 
between 80 and 110 meters bgs. Interpreted yields ranged from Category A to 
Category B/C. 


Note that high salinity (and TDS) can occur in some areas. High salinity water 
can influence the Electroseismic signal, typically with high levels decreasing the 
amplitude of the signal and therefore the interpreted yield. If sites have been 
interpreted where highly saline water occurs this may result in a "no interpreted 
yield" or a lower "interpreted yield" than that which may actually occur on drilling. 


Interpreted yields determined by the Groundflow equipment involve many 
assumptions and should only be used as a guide for selecting drilling locations. 
Previous yield interpretations have been nearly exact in some instances but have 
also been lower, and higher, than that which was obtained after drilling had been 
completed. The selection for a potential well site(s) as the optimum site(s) for 
development is based primarily on qualitative comparison of the Electroseismic 
signals obtained at each survey site. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


The choice of which site to drill, if any, depends on many factors and will be 
primarily decided by the client. However signal comparison and estimated depth 
and interpreted yields are all factors to be considered. 


The data indicates that site 5 and 6 are similar and have the highest interpreted 
yield (Category B, possible C) and the signal presents the site to be the best of 
those surveyed for one to consider developing a water well. The data at these 
sites also indicate that these locations if drilled are likely to have separated upper 
and lower aquifers. The data indicates that the bulk of any water that may be 
available at both these sites will likely be obtained above 50-60 meters bgs with 
the possibility of additional yield if drilled to 110 meters bgs which should be 
considered as the maximum depth to drill. 


WaterFind does not recommend drilling in on sites that are rated Category B or 
less due to factors in the drilling process that can at times significantly, and 
detrimentally, affect the final yield and/or the potential of developing a low viability 
or isolated aquifer that will deplete in a short period of time. Site's 5 and 6, 
though being the optimum site of those surveyed for one to consider drilling a 
well, still presents some risk in a drill program successfully developing a deeper 
well with a viable yield. 


Prior to drilling it should be ascertained that the drill operator has substantial 
experience with the drilling equipment that he or she operates. In addition, the 
property owner should be present when drilling is done. It should be noted that 
drilling always causes some damage to the aquifer local to the drill site and this 
should be considered prior to drilling to an aquifer that has an interpreted low 
yield. This report should be used as a guide, along with the driller's experience 
with drilling in the area. Included please find business cards you can provide to 
the driller should they wish to contact us for information prior to attending your 
site to drill. 


If a well is drilled at this site, part of its development should include a long flow 
test (often 4 to 12 hours in length) both to determine a sustainable pumping rate 
and in an attempt to remove all of the sediment and air that may have been 
introduced into the surrounding rock formation (aquifer) by the drilling process 
which may restrict the flow of water into the well and therefore the subsequent 
yield. The flow test may need to be longer for less productive water bearing 
zones. 


Consideration should be given to have the pump test carried out under the advice 
of a Hydrologist and should be monitored and recorded as to static levels, 
drawdown and recovery over at least a 4-24 hour period. The pump test results 
should be reviewed by the Hydrologist to determine maximum pumping rates 
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prior to pump selection. Pumping at higher rates can have considerable adverse 
effect on the aquifer and subsequently the long term viability of the well. 


As stated earlier in this report, the interpreted depths in this report should be 
generally used as a maximum depth to drill. If the interpreted yield is obtained at 
a shallower depth than that noted in the recommendation, drilling to greater 
depths is not necessarily recommended. 


oince the aquifers conditions may be changing with time and demand, it is 
possible that these changes could adversely affect yield. It is because of this 
possibility that WaterFind suggests that if the client chooses to drill a well at any 
of the surveyed locations, then the well should be drilled within 90 days of the 
survey completion date.

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APPENDIX A 


The Electroseismic Survey Method 
Introduction 


The Electroseismic method, sometimes referred to as the Electrokinetic Survey 
method (EKS) or Seismoelectric method (SES), is a geophysical technique that 
attempts to provide the depth of groundwater and an estimate of the permeability, 
and hence yield, that might be expected from a well drilled into the aquifer. The 
physics of the method has been understood since the 1930's when Thompson 
(1936) and Ivanov (1939 and 1950) were the first to realize that a seismic 
compression wave (p-wave) impulse will provide sufficient oscillating pressure in 
rock pore fluids to produce a measurable oscillating electrical potential at the 
ground surface. 


The Electroseismic method is related to the commonly known phenomenon 
called streaming potential, where flowing subsurface water produces a voltage 
measurable on the ground surface. À more distant relative of the method, where 
rapidly rising air produces electrical charge separations, thus creating large 
potential differences, are thunderstorms. 


oince the papers by Thompson and lvanov were written, many investigations into 
the method have been completed and many papers have been published; the 
more significant of these are listed at the end of this document. 


Until recently, the electrical signal from a seismic pulse impinging on subsurface 
groundwater was difficult to measure since electrical noise, especially powerline 
noise, contaminated the data. However, Groundflow Ltd, based in the UK, 
discovered a new detection method that is now patented both in the UK and 
USA. This method uses electrically isolated lines from each electrode pair, 
referencing their potentials to a floating virtual earth, and positioning the 
electrode pairs close to the seismic source, thereby achieving a significant 
improvement in the signal to noise ratio. 


A significant amount of research is now being done into this method with 
organizations such as the Massachusetts Institute of Technology (MIT), Exxon 
Production and Research Company and the Australian Nuclear Science and 
Technology Organization becoming involved. 
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Basic Theory of the Method 


Electroseismic effects are initiated by seismic waves, usually p-waves, passing 
through a porous rock and inducing relative motion between the rock matrix and 
the fluid within the rock pores. Motion of ionic fluid through capillaries in the rock 
occurs with cations preferentially adhering to the capillary walls, so that the 
applied pressure and resulting fluid flow relative to the rock matrix separates the 
cations and anions thus producing an electric dipole. This is called the 
Electroseismic effect. 


This is illustrated in Figure 1. A seismic source produces a seismic compression 
wave, which then propagates into the ground at a speed depending on the rocks 
through which it passes. Generally this speed varies from about 5000 ft/sec to 
over 10,000 ft/sec in sedimentary rocks, but can be faster in igneous and 
metamorphic rocks. The wave spreads out to form a hemisphere as illustrated in 
Figure 1. When the initial pressure pulse reaches the water table, or a rock 
saturated with water, electrical charges are separated as described above, and 
the electrical signal is transmitted back to the ground surface at approximately 
the speed of light. Conversely, when the wavefront emerges from the saturated 
zone (aquifer) at depth into a layer with little water, the signal decays to zero. The 
signal also usually decays to zero if the water in the aquifer becomes saline. 
Generally, the amplitude of the signal will also decay slowly with depth, as the 
spreading seismic wave loses its high frequency components and its amplitude 
decreases due to spherical divergence along with other factors. The fundamental 
relationships between the spreading seismic wave, the resulting electrical dipoles 
(charge separations) and the voltage at the ground surface are complex.

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Figure 1. Schematic drawing illustrating the basic principles of the Electroseismic 
method at the top of an aquifer. This diagram should be rotated about its axis 
(seismic source) by 180° to image the hemispherical nature of the seismic wave. 
The circular area (in plan view) encompassed by the leading edge of the pulse 
when the negative part the pulse just intersects the interface is called the first 
Fresnel zone. As can be seen in Figure 2, the curvature of the wavefront and the 
Fresnel geometry ensures that the signal is focused back to the shot point.

Measuring the Electroseismic Effect. 


The geometry of the seismic source and electrode array used to measure the 
Electroseismic effect are illustrated in Figure 3. The electrodes in the array are 
spaced symmetrically about the seismic source at distances from the source of 
about 2.5 and 8 feet. The seismic wave is created and the instrument measures 
the resulting electrical signal.

One of the instruments used to measure the Electroseismic effect is called the 


Groundflow 3000'™. This instrument incorporates the floating electrode system 
described earlier in this text. 
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Interpretation 


Water can move within the pores of the rock easier in good aquifers (high 
permeability and porosity) than in poor ones and this provides the basis for 
assessing aquifer quality. If the water moves easily then it will move rapidly when 
under the influence of the seismic pulse. If the rock has a low permeability or 
hydraulic conductivity, then the water will move slowly. This causes the shape of 
the Seismoelectric signal to be different in these two cases. A good aquifer will 
produce a more rapid rise in the signal amplitude than a poor one, all else being 
equal. A steeper rise time implies that the signal contains higher frequencies than 
a slow rising signal and the signal is said to have a greater bandwidth. Water 
yield estimates can be obtained from the signal bandwidth and the calculations to 
do this are programmed into the GF3000 instrument. The depth to the top of the 
aquifer is found from the time taken for the seismic signal to travel to the aquifer, 
which can be found from the time to the first arrival of the Electroseismic signal. 
Likewise, the depth to the bottom of the aquifer can be estimated from the time 
when the EKS signal decays to zero. In other words, the aquifer thickness can be 
found from the length of the Electroseismic signal. The velocity of seismic waves 
in different rock types is generally well known from seismic surveys, although 
there can be significant variations in the velocity of rocks, depending on several 
factors. 


Limitations of the Method 


The main limitations of the Electroseismic method relate to the depth of 
investigation and the depth resolution, the chemistry of the water, the geology of 
the aquifer and to the geometry of the signal generation array. 


The depth of investigation depends on the strength of the seismic source and on 
the nature of the soil and subsoil. A soft soil and subsoil will attenuate the 
seismic signal and limit penetration depth. A hammer source can usually provide 
investigation depths from 100 to 300 feet. A buffalo source can investigate to 
depths of over 1500 feet in near surface bedrock formations. 


Resolving the thickness of an aquifer depends on the length of the seismic pulse, 
which depends on the speed of seismic waves in the rocks. The higher the speed 
of the seismic pulse the longer is its wavelength and consequently, the lower is 
its resolution. In low speed rocks resolution may be 5 to 15 feet whereas in rocks 
with high velocities the resolution may be 15 to 45 feet, or even less. 

Predicting the depth to an aquifer depends on knowing the seismic velocity of the 
rocks under the sounding site. Since the velocity of even well defined rocks, for 
example sandstone, can vary widely from site to site, unless these velocities are 
measured, then an estimate has to be used. If a local well with an accurate well 
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log and pump test is available where a sounding can be conducted, then this may 
provide a "calibration", and will typically make the interpreted depth more reliable. 


If an aquifer contains saline water then the Electroseismic signal is essentially 
"short circuited" and the signal is greatly reduced, hence Electroseismic signals 
are typically only observed from fresh water aquifers. 


The focusing effect of layered aquifers discussed earlier is advantageous when 
using the electrode array centered about the seismic source and works well for 
most layered, usually sedimentary, rocks. The method is not as effective in 
areas where the aquifer lies in cavities and large fractures although it can detect 
aquifers in fractured brittle rocks if they form layers. 


Aquifers 


An aquifer is a water saturated permeable geologic layer, or fracture zone, that is 
able transmit significant quantities of water. A geologic layer that cannot transmit 
significant quantities of water is usually referred to as an aquiclude. An aquitard 
Is a rock unit that generally has a low permeability and hence will transmit only 
very limited quantities of water and are generally not suitable for production wells. 
The terms Aquifer or aquitards can be used to define most geologic strata. The 
most common aquifers include permeable sedimentary rocks such as 
sandstones, limestones, sand and gravel layers, and highly fractured volcanic 
and crystalline rocks. Common aquitards are unfractured shales, clays and 
dense (unfractured) crystalline rocks. 


oedimentary aquifers form layers and usually have a large lateral extent, 
whereas aquifers in fracture zones in igneous and crystalline rocks may have a 
very limited lateral extent. When searching for water using any geophysical 
method, including the Electroseismic method, the type of aquifer that may be 
present should be considered, both when planning a survey and especially when 
considering drilling. 


The Electroseismic method responds to a subsurface circular area whose radius 
depends on the dimensions of the first Fresnel zone and for practical purposes is 
approximately equal to one third of the depth to the aquifer. If the survey is 
conducted in an area where the aquifers reside in fracture zones, it is possible 
that the EKS signals will predict the occurrence of an aquifer, which occurs within 
a fractured area whose lateral extent is limited, but the drill hole may not intersect 
the fracture zone that provides the EKS signal. Since the radius of the circle of 
influence for the EKS method increases with the depth of the investigation, the 
difficulty of intersecting the fracture zone with a drill becomes greater as the 
depth to the aquifer increases. In these areas spacing of sounding sites may 
need to be adjusted.

It appears lack of maintenance (adding softener salt) has resulted in bigger problems with the UV system at 
Wildhorse. The plumber has to go back out and regenerate the softener as well as do some further tests to 
determine if this is the reason the system is not operating properly. Cost to do this is $1,300.00. with your approval I 
will send him out to investigate 


Note, depending what he finds, there may be further costs to get the system repaired. 


The lack of maintenance is due to staff refusing to add softener salt, change a filter monthly and add resin care 
solution to the UV filter resin bed. | have discussed this issue with Darryl Anderson and he is going to have a talk with 
the staff. If they are going to refuse to do these simple tasks once a week or so then we can take out all the 
equipment and they can use raw water.

4.1.2 This building is long past due to be replaced. This year alone for OSH issues we have had 
asbestos abatement and we can only say we believe we have eliminated all of it? We have had to 
remove duct work and clean it because of rodent droppings and urine smelling the office. We did not 
replace all of this so we still likely have issues. We stopped pest control in the winter and now are playing 
catch up for the months we did not have any. | am sure if we opened walls they would be full of mouse 
droppings and bat droppings as we have had both for years. We have shut down our accommodation 
because of these issues. We also have dealt with snakes living under our foundations and we have 
rattlesnakes that visit. 


We have gone without emergency power for months as we had to wait for transfer switch. This needs to 
be a priority in a remote POE. Power is necessary to not only run the office but it is essential for public 
safety that our systems are operational. | do not believe BGIS grasps this concept. 


No facility exists to hold a detained person. Arrested persons sit in a chair handcuffed as fire codes 
prevents us from holding prisoners as no sprinkler systems in buildings. 


No primary booths exists at this port forcing officers outside to do primary which has it risks. Officers 
often work very close to the southbound lanes and speed limit is 50km 


4.1.3 Furnace has no fresh air intake and we are only told that was installed before this was required. 
This is just another example of why this POE needs replacing. It has been infiltrated with rodents 
throughout its service and | question the cleanliness and air quality it produces. 


4.1.4 Wild Horse is always musty and basement always has and odor. Furnaces and ducts have had 
mice feces and urine in them. 


4.1.8 The quality of water in this part of Alberta is terrible. It is full of iron and sulfur and we have spent 
an absolute fortune trying to treat this water for years. We could have gone to a cistern and hauled water 
for cheaper years ago. Despite all of our treatment efforts this water has to have so much chlorine added 
to it that it is borderline unpleasant to shower and bath. Obviously this issue has been discussed at 
multiple levels but until you live and shower out there you cannot appreciate how bad this can be. 


4.1.9 New lighting was supposed to be installed when we put the new accommodations at the POE. As 
it stands now we do not have lighting for the walk at night to the trailers as we only have lights on the 
highway and the trailers itself. Nothing in between. Lights at one time were going to be installed on the 
house and garage but | believe now the power is off to the house. 


4.1.12 This building is dated and not designed for multiple officers to work on site. We do not have the 
room or necessary places to do the work vital to meet CBSA's mandate. We lack cells, computer 
stations, and interview areas. No privacy exists when we need to question clients. 


4.1.13 This building is an eye sore. We have shingles missing, two abandoned, condemned buildings a 
few feet from the POE. Paint is faded and everything is very dated. The grounds are baron and 
unattractive. 


4.1.17 Communication is terrible. Stopping routine maintenance such as pest control without informing 
us is bad business. | spend too much of my time fighting for building maintenance which | should not 
have to do. My job is maintaining a border operation not the buildings. With the transition to BGIS 
maintaining this port has been a nightmare.

Below are the findings and services provided on July 8, 2014 at the Wildhorse Border Crossing 
properties. 


East House: 
e Cleaned and disinfected 
e Sealed all openings 
e Checked chimney cap; all good 
Checked for holes on the roof; none noticed 


Bat that was found downstairs in my opinion was from last year. It was basically petrified. It was 
probably found when articles were all removed from basement. Basement was disinfected, washed, 
and vacuumed. Floor is heaving and cracking heavily due to excess moisture in basement. Odor in 
basement is musty and a fresh air exchanger should be installed. All noticeable cracks and crevices were 
sealed off. Basement will be easier to clean with all articles removed. 


West House: 
e Removed bats 
e Sealed 2 entrances on roof 
e Put hole in the NE wall; wall void is full of bat droppings 
e Pictures attached 
e  Disinfected ceiling and wall void 
e Chimney cap is too high to get to; will need a lift 
e Need to remove all insulation and replace with new 
e Cleaned basement and disinfected area 
e Sealed all cracks and crevices 
e No new activity on the porch; disinfected and filled in 


We cut a hole in the East bedroom wall; no bats were found but a lot of droppings were present. We 
then disinfected roof line area in bedroom. We moved to the attic and found bats hanging on chimney. 
We put in a mist (fogging) of straight vinegar. Within 5 minutes approximately 10 bats exited the house 
to the outside. We then misted (fogged) disinfected attic. With no bats noticeably remaining in attic we 
waited outside until % hour after sundown. No bats entered or exited attic. We then went on roofline 
and sealed off both areas where bats were exiting where we were fogging. Basement floor was 
bleached and cleaned. 


We found an access for a snake to get in at the East side window. The snake was no doubt by the drain 
because of access to water. We sealed off all noticeable entry points in basement.

Viewing Window 
The viewing window should be composed of Georgian Wired Glass (minimum requirement). The maximum size of 


the window should be 10 inches by 2 feet and must be high enough off the floor to allow for the greatest field of 
view of the interior. The client can also add an exterior slide to window which would allow outside officers to close 
the viewing window. A slide will determine the size of the window. The slide can have a lock as well, however | 
suggest a latch rather than a lock.

During construction some items within the room may have to be moved. All furniture must be fixed to the structure 
once construction is complete.

There is currently a deadbolt, so 
only a handle with an additional lock is needed. | recommend an L9080 Storeroom lock. This will add 
another lock to the door which is unlocked by a key from the outside or by turning the lever on the 
inside. Both locks should be keyed the same.

1. There is currently no place for the BSO's to stay at the Port of Entry that is within an acceptable traveling 
distance to the port 

2. Housing was provided to BSO's by CBSA but have become bat, mice and rat infested (both residences) 

3. Cost to remediate the situation far exceeds the cost of purchasing two new trailers (estimates have been 
provided to PWGSC] 

4. Batand mice feces is very dangerous to employees that have weak immune systems. There are families 
living in these houses and will create health issues. 

5. Batscarry rabies and since they are alive in the port this is a risk to our staff and their familles 

6. The cold weather is fast approaching and our timelines of setting up two trallers is extremely critical. We 
need this to happen as soon as possible due to weather conditions. 

7. There have been OSH issues already raised to management and there is a possibility of work refusals if 
management is not showing every effort to remedy the situation. 

8. There is also a Provincial law prohibiting us from exterminating the bats and their babies as they are an 
endangered species. Ail efforts need to be done to find them a new home rather than extermination. 

9. There are snakes at the ports as well as they are currentiy in their "nesting stage". Many staff have 
experienced anxiety towards the snakes, mice and bats. 

10. It is not acceptable for Government employees to be expected to live under these conditions. PWGSC must 
find a solution for CBSA as soon as possible.

The International Boundary Commission is responsible for the regulation of works within 3 metres or 10 feet 
of the United States — Canada boundary. This work may include billboards, building additions, airstrips, 
railway stations, transmission lines and pipelines. No additions are allowed to the buildings still on the 
boundary vista when the proposed addition is within 10 feet (3 metres) of the boundary line. Works are 
defined as: any ditch, earthwork, building or structure of any description or any lines of telephone or power, 
including posts, piers or abutments for sustaining or protecting the wires or cables of those lines. 


Authorization to perform any type of work within 10 feet (3 metres) of the U.S. Canadian boundary, requires 
a Joint letter of authorization by the Commissioners. 


An applicant wishing to obtain an authorization for work on the boundary vista must provide to the 
Commission the following documents: 


1) A detailed letter describing the type of work proposed and it's general location (lot #, municipality, town, 
province/state). 


2) Two copies of a drawing showing the location of the proposed work in relation to a boundary monument 
or boundary reference monument. The application should be submitted to the section of the Commission in 
the applicant's country.

in the spreadsheet that was provided to your Director in September, and attached here for reference, | presented 
the option to consider either the installation of chiorination or UV treatment. After much discussion last year with 
water experts in other federal departments, it was determined that for drinking water systems, such as micro- 
systems that both Aden and Wild Horse has, it is not absolutely necessary for both a chlorination system and UV 
treatment system be installed to protect the health of CBSA staff. This may not be necessary since multi-barrier 
protection can also be accomplished through providing one of those disinfection type systems, and applying other 
measures, such as improving well-head protection, which has been recommended (see spreadsheet), 
decommissioning former wells (Wild Horse), continuing with regular or enhanced water quality testing, and routine 
inspections/maintenance. Also to consider, although staff safety is our priority, is that both systems would not only 
significantly increase the costs, but also increase the monitoring and maintenance, and possible training required to 
manage such systems. We can certainly remain open to the idea of adding a second disinfection system onto the 
treatment process at another time, if water quality data shows that compliance is still not being achieved. 


| would suggest that Lyle obtain separate quotes for the installation of the chlorination system vs. UV 
treatment. Although the installation of UV treatment is likely cheaper, | would support the go ahead with the

| have reviewed the Site-Specific Potable Water Risk Assessment report for Wild Horse (a copy of which was 
provided to your region), and it is clearly noted by the consulting engineer that the existing UV unit at Wild Horse 
(Sterilight Cobalt SCM-320) is not certified to the required standard for a public water system. The UV unit for a 
small public water system such as the CBSA Wild Horse Facility (and Aden for that matter) is required to be Certified 
NSF Standard 55 Class À. 


With respect to the Reverse Osmosis unit at Wild Horse, the risk assessment report indicates that 'there may be 
some misconception that the reverse osmosis treatment system will remove any pathogens or viruses remaining in 
the treated water. This cannot be guaranteed with the currently installed system because, as with many RO 
systems, there is no form of ‘integrity’ testing to prove that contaminated water has not 'leaked' around the 
membrane. Although the risk assessment report doesn't include the discussion of maintaining the RO system, 
consideration could be given to retain it as a redundant form of treatment, contributing to provide multi-barrier 
protection. The goal is to take on a multi-barrier approach that enhances and protects water quality through well 
protection measures, distribution line upgrades, treatment, monitoring and inspections.
